off TO ICE ZONE 


BY SIR ERNEST SHACKLETON. 
[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. } 

BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 28—I send you 
my last cable, as we start for the Antare- 
tie. We are leaving now to carry on our 
white warfare, and our farewell message 
to our country is that we shall do our best 
to make good. 

Theugh we shall be shut off from the 
outer world for many months, oar 
thoughts and prayers will. be with our 
brothers, fighting at the front. We hope 
in cur small way to add victories in 
svience and discovery to that certain 
victory which our nation will achieve in 
the cause of honor and liberty. 


Ship to Winter in Antarctic. 

I have had to make jome changes in our 
plans. The most ortant alteration in 
our program is that, instead of trying 
our endurance by returning to South 
Georgia and Buenos Aires after landing 
members of the expedition, as originally 
intended, our ship wil! winter in the Ant- 
arctic. This plan will enable us to use 
practically all the coal on board in an 
effort to make rapid progress to the south. 

We are sailing today for South Georgia. 
On arrival there all our dogs will be land- 
ed on one of the small islands and left 
ashore. They are an important part of 
our equipment and some of them are suf- 
fering slightly from want of exercise. 
They have not been off the ship since 
leaving England. 

The geologists of my staff also will re- 
main at South Georgia, where there is 
useful scientific work to be done. 


Will Examine Pack Ice. 

The Endurance will then proceed south 
to examine the pack ice and se whether 
it is loose endugh to go into without un- 
necessary Gelay. After such an examina- 

tion we shall return te south Georgia to 
pick up the members of the expedition 
and dogs. 

The Endurance will be coaled to its full- 
est capacity, and, proceeding south again, 
we shall push right into the pack ice, 
keeping as much to the eastward as possi- 
ble in the hope of meeting more open 
water than is probably to be found fur- 
ther westward. 

From all reports I gather that it is a 
heavy ice season in the Weddell sea. I 
hope to winter the vessel in 77.30 degrees 
south latitade, but if we gain this point 
at a sufficiently early date we may 
start on. 


Cannot Send Messages. 

Communication with us will, of course, 
be Only one way, for it will not be possible 
for us to transmit messages. 

The minister of marine has promised to 
dispatch a wireless time signal from the 
New Year island station, which will en- 
able us to correct the chronometers from 
time to time, and doubtless we shall re- 
ceive other intelligence. 

We have enjoyed a splendid reception 
here and the authorities have done every- 
thing possible to help the expedition.

Move of Greatest Impor- 
tance, Petrograd Says. 


BERLIN, via Amsterdam and London, 
Oct. 28.—The German and Austrian 
troops in Poland, according to an official 
announcement issued in Berlin today, 
have been forced to withdraw before 
fresh Russian forces advancing from 
Ivangorod, Warsaw, and Novogeorgievak 
after having repulsed all former Russian 
attacks, 

The statement continues: 

“At first the Russians did not follow 


and the withdrawal of our troops took 


place without difficulty. The reserve 


troops will change their formation ac- 


cording to the situation.” 


German. Repulse Verified. 

LONDON, Oct. 28.—The Russian ad- 
vance against the Germans in the eastern 
fighting is verified in reports from Berlin 
and Petrograd. The Berlin report ad- 
mits the Germans have been forced to re- 
treat, but claim the move was necessary 
in face of Russian reinforcements. : 
The official communication from Petro- 
grad says: 

In the battle which has been in prog- 
rees for four days south of the Pilitza 
river in the forests on the line extending 
from Bialogura (Bialobrzegi) to Glowa- 
etow, Polictna, and Janowiec, our troops 
have inflicted upon the Austro-German 
forces a severe defeat. 

Between the Pilitza and Glowactow 
the heroic efforts of our troops definitely 
broke down on Oct. 26 the resistance of 
the Twentieth corps and the reserve 
guard corps of the Germans. 


_ Bussians Win in Center. 

“On the center, after fighting of a 
desperate character, we succeeded in es- 
tablishing a firm foothold on the border 
of a forest in the region of the villages 
of Adamoff; Severinoff, and Marianof. 

On the left wing we captured by as- 
sault a defensive position established at 
Policzna, and enveloped a portion of the 
Austrian troops near Berdzeje. 

On the night of Oct. 27 the enemy's 
corps fell back in disorder towards the 
line between Edlinsk, Radom, and IIIa. 
We captured both cannon and prisoners. 

On the right bank of the Pilitza, on 
the front between [ejoff and Novomiasto, 
the fighting ccntinues with the same 
desperation. 


Battle Along River San. 

“In Galicia the battle is raging along 
the whole front of the River San. We 
have taken an e ten officers and 
500 men,

Austrian Army Badly Hit. 

The Austrian attempt to envelope the 
left flank of Gen. Brussiloff, the Russ an 
commander, according to a semi-official 
announcement issued from Petrograd; 
finished badly for the Austrians. 

On Oct. 24 the Russians sur: ounded an 
entire cavalry division, together with 
some landsturm troops fourteen miles 
south of Sambor, and with a few excer 
tions annihilated them, capturing twenty 
guns and a train of ammunition. 

A Petrograd dispatch to Reuter’s Tele- 
gram company says the number of Aus- 
trian prisoners brought into Kleff since 
the commencement of the war has 
reached a total of 100,000.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 28—[Special.] 
~—Taxpayers who cannot understand why 
the United States army is inefficient and 
in equipped will find one of the reasons 
thérefor if they peer into the depths of 
the congressiona) “ pork barrel.“ 

There they will discover that one of 
the largest and juiciest portions of the 
contents is “army pork.” The people 
are required by congress to support not 
only the army but the army pork barrel. 
About $100,000,000 is expended annually 
on the upkeep of an army, supposedly for 
the defense of the republic, but of this 
amount $20,000,000, conservatively esti- 
mated, is lavished on useless army posts 
and other extravagances the creation and 
maintenance of which is designed to 
enhance the political pr@tige of indi- 
vidual senators and representatives. 


$30.000,000 More Wasted. 

Aside from pure pork,“ about 530.000. 
000 annually, according to war depart- 
ment officials, is expended wastefully. 

Pork barrel appropriations have been 
lavished most conspicuously upon four 
comparatively new my posts—Fort D 
A. Russell. at Cheyenne, Wyoming; Fort 
Des Moines, at Des Moines, Iaa.; Fort 
Benjamin Harrison, Indianapolis, Ind.; 
Fort Sill, Oklahoma. 

Take the case of Fort D. A. Russell. 
This post was established in 1867, when 
the troops of the regular army were fight- 
ing Indians. 

In the middle of the decade beginning 
with 1000 the general staff of the a: my ad- 
vocated the abolition of Fort D. A. Rus- 
sell. Senator Warren of Wyoming “ got 
busy with the powerful Republican ma- 
chine which then dominated affairs in the 
senate, and by trading votes on the tariff 
and other measures—in legislative circies 
this is called “ logrolling — be managed 
to get a eufficient number of United States 
senators to get a bill throug. to make 
Fort D. A. Russell a brigade garrison. 


Form an “Alliance.” 

At this time Representative Hull of 
Iowa, a Republican, was chairman of 
the house military affairs committee. A 
few conferences between Senator Warren 
and Representative Hull fixed the matter 
in the house so that the bill introduced 
by Senator Warren might have easy sle d- 
ding. 

Despite the protests of the army officers 
and the adverse testimony of Cheyenne 
citizens Senator Warren and Representa- 
tive Hull succeeded in getting the bill 
passed. On June 30, 1911, this post had 
cost the United States $4,925,486. Army 
officers say it is worthiess as a brigade 
post, that it is too far away from the 
supply depots and the other mobile troops. 
Mr. Hul obtained the aid and support 
of Senator Warren and the latter's col- 
leagues in the senate to take eome of the 
peoples money for “vork”™ for Des 
Moines, Ia., in Mr. Hull’s district. In- 
cluding the land, thie post has cost the 
government $1,517,291. 

In 1906 Indiana wanted some “ pork," 
and with the assistance of Senators Fair- 
banks and Beveridge and Representative 
Overstreet Fort Benjamin Harrison was 
located near Indianapolis. 

In vain did army officers protest. The 
land for this fort. 2,397 acres, cost $181,203. 
Since the erection of this post more than 
$15,000 has been spent in repairs to the 
buildings. 


Fort Sill Gets In. 

And still the pork grabbers were not 
satisfied. Out at Fort Sill, which had 
been erected in 1868, and the abandon- 
ment of which had been recommended by 
several of the best army officers, there 
were 51,292 acres of land which belonged 
to the government.

Illing in the United King- 
dom now amounts approximately to 
1,500 000 men. Of this total about 800,000 
men belong to what is termed “ Kitch- 
ener’s army —men who have responded 
to his two calls for 500,000 soldiers to 
serve three years or for the duration of 
the war.

et Marked “Dangerous” 


Royalton, III., Oct. 28.—The disaster at 
the mine of the Franklin Coal and Coke 
company near here yesterday, in which 
at least fifty men lost their lives, 
was due to an explosion that resulted 
when a miner's lamp came in contact 
with a pocket of gas that had been noted 
the night before by a mine examiner and 
marked dangerous. 
Three bodies removed from the mine 
late today brought the total of recovered 
dead to fifty. Mine officials declared then 
that the mine had been cleared and that 
they did not expect to find any more 
bodies. 


Reversed Fan Saves 285. 
Some of the loss of life. it was said today, 
might have been due to the precautionary 
action of reversing the ventilating fan 
to suck out black damp after the fatal 
explosion. but this action, ordered by the 
mine manager it is said by state mine 
examiners, saved 285 men who were scat - 
tered through the underground passages 
and finaily made their way to the open 
air. 
These facts were brought out today 
when the near completion of the work of 
rescue: made possible a careful investiga- 
tion of the causes of the disaster. The 
facts regarding the cause of the gas ex- 
plosion were brought out after an inquiry 


The facts as to the immediate cause of 
the death of those who perished were 
learned from the statement of Leo Bel- 
lamy. a miner, who escaped through the 
air shaft, and of James D. Brown, mine 
manager. 


Rescued Miner Tells Story. 
Bellamy in telling how the reversal of 
the air brought death to some said: “I was 
walking along the mn ur course when 
the explosion occurred. About fifty men 
were scattered along the air course. I 
heard a distant rumble and then it was 
like a cyclone. Timbers, coal, and dust 
were hurled through the entry. 

I tried to get back to help my brother, 
but the fan had been reversed and was 
pulling the afterdamp toward us. The 
only one besides me who could get away 
was a man whom I did not know. 

He dragged me along the entry, trying 
to get away from the afterdamp. 

„We did not know where we were going. 
In @ little while we stumbled into the air 
shaft. We thought we were safe there 

but the afterdamp reached us and we 
had to climb or die. 

„The afterdamp killed the crippled men 
in the air course.” 


Two Widows ound Dead. 

The widows of two Italian miners 
among those killed in the explosion were 
found dead in their shacks here today. 
Physicians declared they had died of 
grief and shock. With scores of others, 
these two women stood at the mouth of 
the mine all dey yesterday and late into 
the night, vainly waiting for their hus- 
bands. 
Death by an explosion,” was the ver- 
dict returned late today by a coroner’s 
jury. .No responsibility for the accident 
was placed by the panel. The mine will 
reopen as soon as burial of all the dead 
is completed, it was announced tonight.

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PLAN TO COLLECT 
CHICAGO WAR TAX 


Revenue Officials Take First 
Steps to Enforce New 
Federal Law. 


MANY DEALERS TO PAY. 


Internal revenue. officials yesterday 
made their first preparations to collect 
Chicago's share of the new war tax under 
the recently enacted war revenue act. 
The law in part went into effect Oct. 23 
and back taxes will be collected from that 
date. It will affect every retail dealer 
in Chicago selling beer, wine, liqueurs, 
tobacco in every form. and wholesalers 
in these articles who sell direct to con- 
sumers. 8 

Included in addition to saloonkeepers 
and liquor dealers are hotels, clubs, res- 
taurants. drug stores, barber shops, retail 
cigar dealers, and all other places where 
cigars, c'garets and other tobaccos, beer, 
wines, and cordials are sold direct to con- 
sumers. ä 


Must Keep Sale Record. 


Under a ruling by W. H. Osborn, com- 
missioner of internal revenue, all dealers 
affected by the law are required to keep 
a record of their sales on and from Oct. 
23 for taxing purposes and submit sworn 
statements to the government. A tele- 
gram from Commissioner Osborn to this 
effect was received during the day by 
Julius F. Smietanka, collector of internal 
revenue. 
Deputy Collector Frank E. Hemstreet 
immediately began work on the notices to 
be sent to dealers in Chicago and all over 
the northern district of Lilinois. 
Under the law tne war tax on all still“ 
wines is 2 centsaquart. Champagne and 
other sparkling and carbonated wines are 
taxed 20 cents a quart. Liqueurs, cor- 
products are 
taxed at the rate of 6 cents a quart, or 
24 cents a gallon. These include both 
domestic and imported products. 

The special tax On pool and billiard 
tables and bowling alleys will be levied at 
the rate of 85 a year on each table or 
alley. This provision goes into effect 
Nov. 1. Every pool table and bowling 
alley in Chicago and the entire district, 
whether in private residences, clubs, sa- 
loons, or public places, will be levied on, 
according to Collector Smletanka. 


Tax cn Tobacco Dealers. 


Dealers in tobacco whose anual receipts 
exceed $200 shall pay $4.80 a year for 
each store, stand, or other retailing place 
where tobacco in any form is sold. This 
includes retail tobacco stores, salocns, 
restaurants, clubs, hotels, drug stores, 
barber shops, and stands in office build- 
ings and railroad stations. 

A special tax will be levied after Nov. 
1 against all manufacturers of cigars, 
cigarets, and leaf tobacco, the rate being 
fixed in accordance with the volume of 
business done.

BRITONS SPEND 
$1,000,000 HERE 
Deposit Gold in Chicago 


Banks to Cover Cost of 
War Supplies. 


Three million dollars in gold from the 
banks of England will drop into the pock- 
ets of American manufacturers next 
week. Part of it already is being jingied. 
Representatives of the English govern- 


ada early next week an immense cargo 
of supplies for the British troops at the 
front. There will be 2,000 automobile 
trucks, 500,000 blankets, 10,000 tons of 
condensed vegetables, shoes, underwear, 
and clothing for the men during the win- 
ter. 

Bought Near Chicago. 
The bulk of the cargo was purchased 
in Chicago and vicinity. Detroit sold the 
trucks, but the other orders were placed 
with factories scattered about Chicago. 
The orders were so large and wanted so 
quickly that no one factory was able to 
supply the demand. 
A buyer for the English government 
was located by a reporter for THE TRIB- 
UNE yesterday. He said he was surprised 
at the difficulty he had in supplying the 
orders of the government among the fac- 
tories here. 

Factories Run Full Time. 
Most factories are running nearly 
full time making supplies for the local 
trade, he said. “I have purchased the 
entire output of the three condensed veg- 
etable factories in the United States for 
three months. The allies will buy heavily 
from the United States as long as the 
war continues. 

**I searched three weeks before I could 
find the factories that could supply me 
with the blanket desired for the army.” 
In one of the Chicago banks is $1,000,000 
in gold from which companies selling to 
the English are paid. The English gov- 
ernment at the start of its purchases in 
the United States wanted to pay for the 
goods fourteen’ days after delivery in 
England. The American manufacturers, 
however, balked on that scheme and de- 
manded cash when the goods were placed 
on the cars here.

ITS TREASURY IS DEPLETED. 


Appeal Made for a $3,000 Loan to 
Tide Organizatior’s Members 
Over the Slack Season. 

Chicago, Oct. 28.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—For eighteen years the men and 
womer engaged in the ladies’ gar- 
ment industry in this city have main- 
tained an organization, a labor union. 
As other organizations, we tried to 
better our conditions. We have taken 
care of our sick, disabled, and unem- 
pioyed. As far as we can recollect, no 
member of our union has ever applied for 
assistance to the various charity organi- 
zations of Chicago. The. union itself 
through loans, donations, and benefits, 
helped out the needy of their ranks. This 
trade has never given an opportunity for 
the mass of people engaged in it to make 
a decent living. The short seasons and 
long siacks, the caprice and instability of 
the styles of garments, and a hundred 
other causes contribute to the fact that 
cloakmakers of Chicago are among the 
poorest paid workers. Seventy-five per 
cent of the men average $12 a week and 
women . The majority are with fam- 
ilies of four and five children. 

Life has drifted this way for years. The 
cloakmakers were hoping for the dawn 
of a new day Atting at the machines in 
the shops during the season or conversing 
in the headquarters in the time of slack. 
During the last two yearé Conditions have 
radically changed, and this season 1: 
reached a point where men and women 

are not working at wnt ee ee 
month of October.

ARE THEY GOING BACK? 

It is the pained belief of some observers of poli- 
tics in Illinois that the probability of a return to 
congress by the standpat worthies who have been 
sitting out in the desert for the last two years is 
as strong as it is unwelcome. 

The belief of these same worthies that the way 
now is open for their return has given them a 
pleasant confidence.

The public is not a habitually but an occasionally 
kicking mule. When once it has knocked things 
to pieces it goes back to the placidity of its ordi- 
nary wont, is docile and indifferent, and the gentle- 
men who were kicked out when the established 


pieces, do some repairing, and retstablish it about 
as it was, enjoying thereafter for a period of years, 
until the next kicking spell hits the public, the 
same degree of secure ease that they had enjoyed 
before. 

It is the belief of our worthies that the kicking 
is over for the next five or six years.

GREAT INVENTION BY A SERB, 
{From McOlvre’s.] 

One other invention has done almost as much 
as the switchboard in extending the telephone. 
Thie has had as romantic a life as its discoverer. 
The newspapers today are filled with the fiery 
excoriations of a distinguished Servian patriot— 
Michael I. Pupin. Most newspaper readers know 
this man only as the honorary consul of Servia 
at New York, as the supposed instigator of plots 
against the Hapsburg dynasty, as one of the 
numerous exiles whose appearance on Austrian 
soll would unquestionably mean his immediate 
arrest. Michael Idvorsky Pupin splendidly illus- 
trates what American opportunities can do for a 
European immigrant... In his é¢arly days Mr. 
Pupin obtained employment as a rubber in a 
Turkish bath. But the American educational sys- 
tem transformed him. He was graduated from 
Columbia in 1883 and afterward studied exten- 
sively in Germany, 

The new subject of electro-mechanics absorbed 
him. One thing had prevented the extension of 
the telephone; that was, the size of the wire. 
Long distance lines, up to 1900, demanded wire 
about an eighth of an inch thick—as thick as a 
fair sized lead-pencil. The New York-Chicago 
line, built in 1898, consumed 870,000 pounds of 


copper wire of thig gize. The enormous expense 


stood in the way of any extended development. 
The same thickness also interfered with cable ex- 


tension, Wires placed under the ground lose an 


enormous amount of their energy. In the early 
cables, therefore, the underground wires had to 
be very thick. Only about a hundred wires could 
be squeesed into one cable, against the eighteen 
hundred now compressed in the same area. 

About 1900 telephone progress was marking 
time, awaiting the arrival of a thin wire that 
would do the work of a thick one. The impor- 
tamce of the problem ig shown by the fact that 
one-fourth of all the capital invested in the tele- 
phone has been spent im copper. Prof. Pupin, by 
solving this problem in hie quiet laboratory at 
Columbia university, won the greatest prize in

RDINARY burns and scalds are 

home treated and will continue to 

be. When burne are bad, the 

physician is called without delay. 

The skin is go rich in nerves of 
sensation that the shock from a burn is 
great, and this brings the physician ina 
hurry. It is not necessary to explain the 
danger of duodenal ulcer or other dan- 
gers. 

Even in case of severe burns, it is wise 
to know what to do before the doctor 
comes. Dr. John Wyeth tells the readers 
of the Medical Record what in his opin- 
‘on should be done for burns. A part of 
what he wrote answers the question as 
to what should be done in the home care 
of burns. 


— 

In severe burns something must be done 
to stop the pain. Nothing is se good for 
this purpose as a dose of morphine or 
opium in some other form. If this is not 
available, a dose of whisky ie fairly good. 
While the drug whisky ie not so effective 
as the drug morphine, it does well. The 
effect you are after is the numbing of 
pain, and for this aromatic spirite of am- 
monia is of little service. 

To numd the pain in the area where it 
is produced, Wyeth advises that the 
burned part be submerged in a saturated 
solution of baking soda in water. Another 
good mixture is 4 teaspoonful of cern- 
starch and ap equal quantity of baking 
soda‘in a quart of water. Dressings thor- 
oughly wet with this solution are kept on 
the burn for six hours, 

If neither cleam soda nor clean corn- 
starch is at hand, four may beused. The 
dry flour should be dusted on the burn 
until it is completely and deeply covered. 
In case flour ig not available, Wyeth 
says, ordinary painter’s white lead may 
be used. Some people use -soot black. 
raked from a chimney, and I doubt if 
anything is better. 


~~ 

If the burn is severe enough to require 
a physician's care, its further treatment 
coes not come within the scope of this 
article. What follows is for those simple 
burne that can be properly cared for at 
home. 

The principal endeavor must be to keep 
the raw surface from becoming infected. 
The burn, to begin with, Is not infected; 
the fire has accomplished that. How 
can it be kept free from infection? Can 
the dlisters be picked? 

The answer is in the affirmative, espe- 
clally if you can protect the raw eurface. 
Do thie with a needle that has deen 
steriliged with alcohol or earbolſe acid. 


„Please Knock Bell Out Make a puncture and drain out the serum. 


Let the top fall in on the burned surface 
and remain there if it will. Some of the 
skin cells will graft on the burn and 
grow. Besides, the covering helps to pro- 
tect against infection. If the blisters 
should return, pick them again.

In plain language former Probate Judge 
Charies 8. Cutting yesterday condemned 
the election machinery of Cook county, 
of Illinois, and of many states in the 
United States. 

Mr. Cutting addressed the ways and 
means committee of the Association of 
Commerce at luncheon at the Hotel La 
Salle. His subject was Hlection Ma- 
chinery and the Peoples Will,” 


Advocates Short Ballot. 

Mr. Cutting urged the adoption of a 
short ballot—the elimination of a large 
number of elective offices. 

Let the governor select his cabinet," 
Judge Cutting declared. The president 
of the United States selects his advisers. 
Hoid the governor responsible rather than 
the ind: vidual office holder from constable 
to United States senator. 

“The ballot today is full of idiosyn- 
crasies, imperfections, and fool'shness. 
When we adopted the Australian ballot 
we insisted that there should be 4 cirele 
at the top for each party 6 that the 
ignorant voter who could not read might 
follow instructions and make his cross 
inf the circle. Too many voters today are 
voting by the circle. 


“Ballot System Breaks Down.” 

“The predominant party under the pres- 
ent primary law can elect its candidates 
regardless of their efficiency. The Aus- 
tralian ballot system has broken down. 
It does not represent the will of the peo- 
ple. There are registered in Chicago 
about 500,000 persons. There area million 
here who are elig:bie, yet 50 per gent are 
not interested enough to register. 

“The newspayers tell us the primary 
law is not working, but the reason is that 
it has not been taken up by the people 
and worked, The effect of the law has 
been that instead of one or two bosses on 
whom the people could place the re- 
sponsibility when they selected an incom- 
petent official, we see that responsibility 
diffused. Now we see the most outrageous 
things perpetrated at the primaries by 
the most flagrant bosses. But the boss 
says pow, The people did it.’ 


Perils Security of Bench. 

“There are 151 officials to be elected 
next Tuesday. Except the first and the 
last names on the ballots the names of the 
candidates are hidden in an impenetrable 
jungie of words. If you are going to stop 
the deterioration of the bench it lo neces- 
sary to put the election of judges some- 
where else in printing their names on this 
immense ballot. 

„ Are we any less a free people if we 
elect a governor and let him select his 
cabinet? Let us elect the heads of our 
government and let them select the large 
number of aids: That will eliminate many 
names from the ballot and the voter can 
concentrate his attentions on the candi-

Widow Has Three Men Ar- 


rested, Recalling Assault 
of a Year Ago. 


EXHUME BODY TODAY. 


Three months after the death of Michael 
Bach by drowning in an Iowa creek his 
widow yesterday charged three of his 
friends with murder. Attorney George 
Barrett, who obtained the release of two 
of them on bonds of $5,000 each, says the 
case is without parallel in some features. 

Those charged with murder are Thomas 
and Andrew Barnikel, brothers, of 5086 
South Laflin street, and Henry Hermes, 
47386 South Marshfield avenue. The Bar- 
nmikel brothers retained Mr. Barrett as 
their attorney. He procured two bonds- 
men, Peter Zeiler of 5089 South Loomis 
street and Louis Biehly, 5088 South Jus- 
tine street. Judge Gemmill wae found at 
a Bohemian charity ball and when the 
murder charge was explained to him by 
Attorney Barrett he set the bonds at 
$5,000. 


Card Game How Recalled. 

A year ago Bach, who lived at 5027 
South Bishop street, was in a neighbor- 
hood saloon playing cards with the three 
men now charged with his murder. The 
game broke up inarow. One of the three 
truck Bach a “ clout on the ear,” accord- 
ing to Attorney Barretk’s version of the 
scrap. Bach caused the arrest of the trio 
on a charge of assault. Judge Wade 
heard the case and dismissed the defend- 
ants om the ground that Bach could not |

TIME IN OVER 21 YEARS. 


James . Miller, Circus Performer, 
Meets Mother in Nashville and 
Brothers in Chicago, 


Twenty-one years ago James S. Miller, 
then 19 years old, left his home in Louls- 
berg, Tenn., to go prospecting in Alaska. 
He went to Minnesota and met a man 
who persuaded him to join him in an 
acrobatic act with the Barnum & Balley 
circus. Miller joined. Two years later 
his friend died. 

For the last twenty-one years Miller 
has been traveling with the circus, now 
known as Ringling Brothers. In all that 
time he has not seen the mother and four 
brothers he left behind in the little town 
in Tennessee. After waiting for news of 
their brother the family moved to Nash- 
ville. Two of the brothers J. L. and 
Stanley, came to Chicago. 

Last Sunday Ringling Brothers was 
playing in Nashville. Before the show 
a friend asked Miller if he had seen hie, 
mother. Throwing down a costume he 
had in his hand, he ran with the friend, 
who was a former neighbor in Louisberg, 


ming in a small stream and lost his life. 
A coroner's inquest was held and a ver- 
dict was returned of * accidental drown- 
ing.” Bach carried a $1,000 policy in the 
Catholic Order of Foresters, which was 
paid to the widow a month after the death 
claim was approved. 

Ever since Bach was buried in St. 
Maria cemetery women friends of the 
widow have urged her to have the body 
exhumed. These same women have 
winked knowingly and hinted that Bach’s 
death could be traced to the saloon fight 
of @ year ago.

The proposed new constitution for the 
Illinois Equal Suffrage association prom- 
ises much controversy at the convention.

“ The old way of affiliating is the pay- 
ment of 26 cents per capita for twenty- 
five members. This gives one delegate to 
the convention, in addition to the presi 
dent of the society, and the two delegates 
at large who may vote. It is proposed to 
have a delegate for every ten members 
upon the payment of $2 by the seciety. 
When large cities wish a larger represen- 
tation by the payment of §2 for twenty- 
five additional members they may in- 
crease their groups of delegates,

The kicking game is as strong as it ever 
waa, but years of experience have taught 
he coaches to combine the running attack 
and punting. For the most part the 
punter has not received the credit he de- 
serves, and also for the most part the 
running attack within striking distance 
has deen estimated from the viewpoint 
of its final march rather from that of the 
type of kicking which made this march 
possible. 


Kicking Game Saves Energy. 

Open football, passing of all kind, does 
not mean the death of the kicking game 
by any means, and that fact has been em- 
phasized in recent games. The punting 
game insures a lack of waste effort that 
is not present when there is a determined 
effort to drive down the field. The game 
as it is played today is not as long as it 
used to be. Although the minutes of seri- 
ous action are few and far between, there 
is wear and tear that is due in most cases 
to the attitude of eternal vigilance. 

Watching the other fellow successfully 
has become increasingly difficult. More 
generally than ever before the opinion has 
gained ground that the best thing to dois 
to hand the other player the ball on the 
slightest provocation. Continual passing 
places the defensive eleven on the alert at 
all times, and it is this mental strain 
which tires the players almost as much 
as their physical efforts. 


Year of Great Punters. 

It is a year of great punters and when 
the crucial games are played, the team 
which is fortified with,accurate kickers is the 
one which will win if the elevens are evenly 
matched. The fact must be borne in mind, 
that only the efforts of the kicker and in the 
majority of cases, the ends, are wasted in tak- 
ing away forty or fifty yards of hard earned 
er und of an opposirg eleven. 

Nothing is more discouraging than to have 
this efuund taken away by the efforts of one 
man who possesses ability to boot the oval 
half the length of the field. The combined 
efforts of eleven players are needed to gain 
forty or fifty yards or make a continued march 
to the goal line. When this team is held for 
downs within striking distance of che regis- 
tering line, then the kicker on the other eleven 
is called into commission and the other team 
has to start all over again. 

The number of gains won and lost throug? 
punting is a matter of history, although the 
kicker in most cases has not been given the 
credit he deserves. As long as punting is a 
feature of football, the coach who specializes 
in it will, in the majority of cases, be suc- 
cessful. 

As most coaches try to develop field goal 
kickers, the ability of a good punter is more 
emphatic than ever. If the punter can gain 
on the exchange of punts, then he places the 
ball in position for the field goal kicker. 


Value of Kicker Shown. 


The value of a punter was shown last year 
in the Harvard-Yale game when Capt. Brickley 
kicked five field goals. He worked the ball 
to Yale territory by well placed punting. ‘The
